LAlVRirNCE stated that he was rather shocked and 
surprised to see the hereinbefore mentioned six photograohs 
appear on television os a part of a movie taken by an uni'ecalled 
New Orleans television station in Nev; Orleans, Louisiana, 
at the time that LEE HARVEY OSWALD had purportedly passed out 
pro-Casvro Guoa;.- literature. He elaborated that this movie 
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was shown on one of the Memphis television stations on either 
Hovember 23 or 24^ 1963^ following the assassination of 
President JOM F. KEHNBDY, He pointed out that his wife and 
he saw this on television and immediately recognized not only 
himself but Mrs. MEEhEY and the person pointed out by the 
announcer as being identical xfith I^IE HARVEY OSWALD^ recalling 
OSWALD as being identical with the person shown in photographs 
IV through VI. 
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
